Cold War 


NTENSIFICATION of the provocative 
J Moscow campaign in the Balkans, 
deslgned either to goad Yuyeslavia inte 
action oor create the conditions — for 
internal collapse, leaves | Marshal 'Pito 
unflustered. In further assertion of his 
independence from the masters of the 
Kremlin, 'TiHo has just delivered himself 
of a number of statements which ure of 
special interest at this time of inter. 
national crisis, In response to the 
perpetual radio tirndes alleging aggres- 
lye activity against the Moscow sutettites 
surrounding his country, Tito declared in 
an official statement issued In Belgrade , 
that Yugoslavia would go to war only if 
nttacked, that he/abhors nggression oy 
being Incorrect from the moral point of 
view, Irrespective of who the aggressor 
fs, and that aggression is not his: method 
of extending the Communist revolution, 
He repeats the accusation previously 
hurled at Stalin that Sovict policy aims at 
dominating the world. Apptying these 
statements to the immedinte fxsue at hand, 
he expresses doubt that a North {forean 
victory, desired by (he Soviets, would lead 
to Independence for the Korean people.

To explain what 1 mean, 
here is an example of what 
on inquiring person with

‘During the _ recent Press 
visit to Harwell I was shown 
laboratories where plu. 
tonium, the atomic explo- 
sive, is being used in ex- 
periments. By openly ask- 
ing the scieritists | learned 
that this plutonium was 
not being made at Harwell. 


There was nowhere else in 
Britain where it could be made. 
I therefore inferred—and later 
had’ it confirmed — that the 
im- 


port atomic explosive from 


Canada. 


This was a most important 
development, considerably 
hastening the day when Britain 
would be !n o position to mass- 
produce atomic bombs. . After 
same delay the’ security authori- 
tles cleared my discovery for 
publication, because news of it 
had been withheld for political, 
rather than security, reasons. 


But the information — about 
which T had no idea before the 
Harwell visit—might have been 
of prime security Importance.
